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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the election/restriction 
requirement mailed out on 4/30/2008. However, the applicant does not argue about the claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 mailed out on 
4/30/2008. Regarding the election/restriction requirement, the applicant argues that the election/restriction requirement is improper because 
(1) species I and II are not distinct, and (2) the examiner has failed to establish a prima facie case of serious burden. The applicant also 
argues that claim 91 is more appropriately grouped into Species I. The examiner respectfully disagrees. (1) As stated in the office action 
mailed out on 4/30/2008, the species are distinct because while species II claims a generic method of making a subassembly for a light 
emitting panel having a semiconductor group IV nanoparticles with specific structure of the light emitting layer including electroluminescent 
layer as well as photoluminescent layer, species I claims specific material and structure of the nanoparticle itself. (2) The examiner has 
established a prima facie case of serious burden by explaining the species require different search and considerations because the claimed 
inventions are distinct from each other (note the office action mailed out 4/30/2008, page 3). Lastly, claim 91 recites a monolayer being 
formed by the nanoparticles which is structure of the light emitting layer, rather than the structure of the nanoparticle itself (note claim 66 for 
example which recites the structure of the nanoparticle itself). Therefore, the examiner maintains the election/restriction requirement. 
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
